Mr. Winterbotham is intitled to any peculiar indulgence 
on this acceunt. I DpisCLAim, and Mr. Winterbotham 

through me, pIisCLATMs all auch defence. I admit and con- 
tend that Mr Winterbotham is a man of conſiderable ta- 
lents, and of a very good underſtanding, and who by an 

unwearied though late attention to his ſtudies, has attained 
to a very high degree of knowledge, not only in thoſe 
purſuits pertaining to his profeſſion, but in the laws cf his 
country, and its civil and political rights; and is a man of 
as well informed and enlightened a mind as moſt of thoſe 
of his age, who have enjoyed much greater advantages. 

1 do not hold it my duty to defend $edition--- T he de- 
fence which I have to offer on the part of Mr. Winter- 
botham is of a very different complexion, and if 1 can _ 
42 * . ceed 
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ceed in carrying the attention of the Jury to the differert 
articles of the charge, I do not doubt but I ſhall make it 
clearly a , that the 1 greater part of the words 
were not ſpoken by Mr. Winterbotham, and that where 
the witneſſes for the proſecution have laid hold of fame 
of the words which he did uſe; by the omifion of fome

As the Serjeant by his exaltation to the Bench, is become the 
repreſentative of Majeſty, he is of courſe bound by his Soverejgn's 
Oath as well as bis oxwn, to decide, judge and paſi ſentence according 
to Law—the Public have therefore a right to expect that on the 
firſt opportunity he ſhould avow a change of Sentiment, or baldly 
ſtand forward and aſſign his reaſons why theſe Acts ſhould not be 
repealed, - and thoſe parts of the Corogation Oath altered or ex» 


punged. 2 
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We have been told of puLLING MAJESTY FROM THE 
THRONE. The words we have heard to day are, «THAT THE 
PEOPLE OF ENGLAND DID THEMSELVES JUSTICE, AND

. Prosperity—national Honour, &c, they may thereby be enabled 
to reconcile otherwise ſeeming, contradifions, and find out how 
WE and US, may be prosperons and happy y while our Commerce is 
ruined, our-Merchants and Trademen bankrupts ; our Manufac- 
turers flarwing, our jails filled with Debtors, our work-bouses with

on certain ORATORS, for ſaying © the thing which was not true”. 
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brought forward in defence of this indictment.---It appears 
that this ſermon was replete with thoſe complaints which 
have been ſo much in vogue ſince the celebrated ſermon of 
Dr Price, which Mr Burke fo ably commented upon. The 
increase of taxes, and the * price of proviſions, has been 
much inſiſted on; and the remedy propoſed, is an applica- 
tion to the pafliament; but I believe it will be admitted to 
be impoſſible for the parliament to take off the taxes, at 
leaft at present, or to leſſen the price of proviſions &. 
When a man thinks proper to tell the people from the 
pulpit, ſuch things as Mr Winterbotham has told them, he 
is not a preacher of the doctrine of peace, but makes uſe 
of the pulpit for his own SEDIT10US purpoſes ; and I ap 
to the Jury whether theſe are proper topics for ſuch a place 
--- Our ſtreets and poor-houſes are crouded with poor, 
“and our goals with thieves, becauſe of our oppreſſive or 
« heavy taxes.---IT Is TIME FOR YOU TO STAND FOR- 
« WARD IN DEFENCE OF YOUR RIGHTs.” As to the 
payment of the national debt---* I pe boldly, I deny it; 
it is like taking money out of one pocket and putting it in- 
« to the other.” 

This I think has been proved even by the Defendant's 
OWN WITNESSES 4; for though one ſet of his witneſſes faid 
that he gave no reaſon, another ſaid that there were reaſons, 
and that the reaſons were taxes. SHEPHEARD ſaid he 
gave a reaſon, and ſaid HEAVY TAXES in part, were the 
cauſe of this: but he did not recolle& the word oprRES“ 
swve. HOLLAND faid, «I will not fay but he thought 
the weight of Taxes might be the cauſe—Another witneſs 
doubted whether any reaſons were given---BUT ALL A- 
GREED that the word OPPRESSIVE WAS NOT USED.

With reſpect to the Defendant's not producing this ſermon 
before the Mayor of Plymouth, -which Serjeant Rooke is pleaſed 
to ſay he would have done if there had been nothing improper in it 
Dit is ſufficient to ſay he had no opportunity to do it. The Juſ- 
tice, who on that occaſion, fat with Mr Mayor, was the fpring 
and motion of the prozecution; and neither the Defendant nor 
any of his friends, were ſuffgred to sEE or CONFRONT any 
of the witneſſes ; or to bring forward any evidence in bis vindi- 
cation to prevent a prozecution. The depoſitions were taken 
in the office of Mr Inquifiior-General Foot, (alias Mr Deputy 
Solicitor) there manufactured into form, and ſworn to before the 
Mayor and Co. and then the Defendant was ſent for, not to win- 
dicate himzielf from the charges brought againfi bim, but to FIND 
SECURITY for bis APPEARANCE at Exeter, in the ſum of £800. 
Between this period and that uf the trial, Mr Foot, (with the 
true ſpirit of a minionof the InQU1s1TORIAL OFFIcCs) went from 
place to place, hunting for evidence.

+ The friends of a Revolution will undoubtedly thank Serjeant

With reſpe& to the c1viL n1GHTs of man as they ariſe entirely 
from the ſocial union, they muſt be beunded by the laws of that 
ſociety of which he is a member - but then thoſe laws ſhould expreſs 
the GENERAL WI1LL, and be made for the GENERAL GOOD; and 
as far as it is poſſible, bear equalon the whele community—for no 
ſociety can confiftent with jnfiice, burden one part of its members to

member the performance of the conditions, and to ſecure to him the 
benefit of the so ATL COMPACT. 

The ſocial union of ſociety, may therefore rather be confidered 
as AIDING, PROTECTING, and SECURING the individual in the 
enjoyment of VATURAL and ABSOLUTE RIGHTsS--<than as CONTERe 
ING ANY RIGHTS which he did not poſſeſs in himſelf by the Law 
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ſaid the R1GHTs which we are in want of *— THEY HAVE 
NO SUCH RIGHTS. 

It ſtands thus on the teſtimony of the Defendant's own 
witneſſes.

This I have not ſtomach to digeſt. One of the witneſſ- 


es took notes of the particular paſſages, which the other 
SAW and COPIED; yet he ſaid he did not ſpeak from them, 
but from his own recollection of what paſſed at the time;
